Forest Jake was astir the morning succeeding the storm ere 
the first pale streaks of day dawn could be discerned in the East, 
while the inorulug star still shed a subdued light o’er the land¬ 
scape, shrouded as it was In the gloom of night, the stillness 
which always precedes the near approach of morn in the wilder¬ 
ness was observable here; no crowing of farm-yard fowls, no 
noises to betoken civilization.

land king, and Hunter stood the proud victor over one of the 
finest, fleetest and fiercest of the cervidtt of America. 

Loud and hearty were the congratulations poured upon Hunter 
as the hero of the day, and meekly he bore his crowning honors. 
Long and pleasant were tbe recollections of that day to the sev¬ 
eral members of the Greenwood Club, aDd many a time In after 
years the remfnlscenscs of that memorable hunt were related to 
willtug hearers, with an ardor and Inspiration which 'twere vain 
Indeed for the writer to imitate or reproduce. 

On the homeward way the sportsmen learned that they had been 
peculiarly fortunate in fiuding cariboo, and indeed blessed in se¬ 
curing any, as this species of the deer family was rare and wild in 
that section of the country, though abundant in portions of the 
Canadas. So the guide and the dusky Indian informed tbein as they 
returned to camp by water, laden with the spoilsof the chase and 
In that contented, delightful mood which well-earned success 
always brings. The camp-fire blazed never more merrily and 
brightly, and never were hunters more happy In jest and story, 
than on that evening; and the more noteworthy anecdotes of that 
night may be thus briefly chronicled.

It has been urged against shows that the ItonorB obtained give 
so much consequence to winners that the public are led to wrong 
conclusions about the real merits of the breed to which they be¬ 
long This idea may have some foundation, for people certainly 
do ran after prise winners, and often euough just because they 
are prize wlnuers; but those who have studied a breed sufficiently 
to form Judgments of their own, would not lie led away by any- 
thtng so shallow as the awards of a show. In fact, as regards 
some breeds, results have shown that the greatest show winners 
have not been the most successful Blree, as, for Instance, fox ter¬ 
riers, the great cracks, Jock and Rattler, although tremendously 
rushed upon, have left by no means such good results behind 
them as Luke Turner’s Rambler, Buffer, Foller, or Bclvolr Joe, 
who, when shown, were merely second raters However the 
etudenta of blood aod form used the latter, and the noble British 
1 public patronized the former, and, as results have shown, they 
' did not get too much the best of It. It has been so to most 
t breeds, and It can be traced to such high-class breeding as raee- 
horses as a big winner often gets more attention than he really 
’ deserves, whilst the real gems of the stud are neglected untl 
they have proved their merit*. I think, however that amongst 
all classes of breeders a greater shrewduess is observable thau 

- hitherto, for even the owners of thoroughbred horses are com- 
t plaining that it Is not half as easy to make a young stallion pay 
tt bis way as it was even ten years ago. People keep waiting for 
e Other people to try experiments, and the few who are game enough 
e to try Vnovice would not, as » rule, keep a young one now-a-day. 
o from starving. It, therefore, falls upon the owner of the sire to 
t- make him at his own expenses, or, as regards' dogs, where the 
y expenses are of uo great arnouut, to give him till the chalices you 
is cam viz.: to breed from him yourself.

Itcss.' It will be seen, therefore, that Bishop’s Brush has at leaat 
two strains of Drake In him, and two of Lord Derby's Mite, as 
Brag was own brother to Lord Downe’s Mare. As Roy Is not 
available to the public, those who have a leaning to the small 
champion at the Crystal Palace last year can hardly do better 
than give tbelr patronage to bis son Brush. Mr. Sturgeon's Burr 
la a dog pointer breeders might make great use of, for although 
he would uot suit every sort of bitch, there Is that about him 
which would well correct any kennel that has been getting a bit 
too light, for Burr Is a big, powerful dog, with lots of timber, and, 
though a coarse dog, he looks what be Is, a downright workman, 
and a very Intelligent aultnal. He was first In big pointers at 
the Agricultural Hall, and first again at Birmingham, but I rather 
fancy that Viscount Corobermcre, who was Judge on both occa¬ 
sions, was a little too partial to bone and substance at the ex¬ 
pense of quality, for at the Agricultural Hall, Bow was second to 
him, and he was another of the same type, namely, a fine, power¬ 
ful clog, but wanting In quality. For some of the light bitches 
about, such dogs must be Invaluable, as for breeding there Is 
nothing lost In blood by giving adherence to Burr, for be com¬ 
bines the best strains, as he was got by Wax, aon of Ban, eon of 
Sir T.Leonard's Pam,who was bred by Lord Sefton,aud the dam of 
Burr was by Drake, and through her Burr Is closely related to Mr. 
I’llklngton’a Faust, for Nell, the dam of the latter,was by Drake, 
out of his own daughter Moll, Burr’s dam, this being the ln-breed- 
Ing to Drake that I noticed In the pedigree of Faust. I have every 
belief that Burr is a famous dog In the field, and breeders wanting 
a tdg-boned, fine pointer should not forget biro. Lord Dow ne’e 
Bang Is a dog any one would like to breed from, and I have al¬ 
ways thought him remarkably good looking, a heavily colored 
liver and white on the best of limbs, and he looks a gentleman’s 
pointer from bead to stern. He would win, I expect, at a good 
many shows, but his exploits have beeu confined to field trials, at 
which be baa been quite one of the cracks, as he won the Open 
Dog Stake at Shrewsbury, In 1877, and was fourth the same year 
in tbe Horseheatb Stakes. He is uot one of the fastest doga out, 
but bis style is wonderful, and excepting that he Is rather of the 
Drake order in false pointing, I should be Inclined to think hlin 
one of the very best pointers of the day. He is a grandson of 
Drake’s, as be Is by Bounce (son of the field trial cbainplon) and 
his dam Jilt la own slater to Lord Sefton’s 8am, so there is no 
grander bred one In the list 1 have given in Betl. Young Bang 
Ims become a public character as the sire of the two brothers, 
Priam and Scamp, who last year won the Field Trial Derby. He 
Is a big liver and white flecked dog, by 8. Prlee’6 champion Bang, 
out of Davey’s Luna, who was got by a dog of Lord Cole’s, out 
of Nell, from the Moor of Appleby, kennels. This is tbe pedigree 
that has been given of Luna, and the puppies got by Y. Bang 
point to Its correctness, for he never gets any other color but liver 
and white, even out of lemon and white bitches. Tbe liver and 
white has always been a prevailing color at Appleby, and a son of 
champloD Bang’s who leans to this color la, doubtless, from an 
established liver and white family, as the champion has bad lem¬ 
ons, although his children are moatly like himself, livers. Y, 
Baug bas never bceu shown or run iu a field trial, though he Is 
Aotnthing of the style to take his own partin either description or 
contest, as there never was a hardier or more Intelligent pointer 
to shoot over, and his companionable ways have, perhaps, de¬ 
terred bln owner from putting him into competition, tor fear, per¬ 
haps he might get beat, as he is Just the pet of the establishment 
for whom such a result might prove derogatory. His owner 
is, perhaps, too fond of him, and can hardly be got out 
of the beilef that there are not a great many to beat 
Idm, both for good looks, and field qualities. Mr. Lloyd 
Price’s kennel of pointers lisa got a world-wide reputation, and 
the Squire of Rhlwlas certainly deserves some return for the 
great expense and trouble that be has taken to get a team of the 
rara avia order together. The 150gs for Drake was well spent, as 
Mr. Price from the time he bought the old champion, reserved his 
services to his own kennel, and to that of hts friend. Sir Richard 
Musgrave, and consequently at this moment nearly every one of 
the Drake’s bitches In the country, of an age to he of any use for 
breediog, belong to Mr. Price. Then the extraordinary bitch 
Belle, who is possibly the last of a very celebrated race belong 
lng to the late Lord Henry Bentlnck, has only been bred from 
with such a sire as Mr. Statter's Major; and old Drake and Belle 
herself, has produced enough to make a big kennel for the fu 
lure; ao It can well be Imagined what a valuable breeding stock 
Mr. Price has, for I have not enumerated the Bow Bella tribe or 
the Wag family. Old Drake Is dead, hut he has left behind him 
two good sons, well tried to be good ones In field trials, In Beau 
and Dandy Drake. Tbe latter Is too young to be at the stud, hut 
Beau should be a sire of no ordinary repute, for he Is out of the 
noted Belle, and I recollect him as a very good dog and a very 
good-looking oue. He ran a rare good trial, 1 bear in mind, at 
Shrewsbury, In the braces, with his beau frere. Mallard, and I 
know I thought their performances had won the stake, but the 
judges decided otherwise. Beau has also shown merit on other 
occasions, but he has not been a lucky dog, though I expect be 
will prove so when hlB duties are confined to tbe harem. The 
moat valuable alud dog, I think, possessed by Mr. Price, Is Eos 
Cymrw, aa In appearance I have always thought him very nearly 
approaching the form of Faust, being a grand liver and white 
Becked dog with a beautiful head, and legs and feet that would 
do for any fox-hound. He la hardly a good rlbbed-up dog, and at 
this point Fauat decidedly beats him, but I have always thought 
that the two would make the grandest brace In the world. I am 
looking forward to the time when Mr. Price will be represented 
by ,F.oa puppies, for of truth, bar Mr. Barclay Field's Dick, he la 
the only son of Statter’s Major Id England, and I have previously 
shown that there has never been a grander bred pointer than the 
representative of the Stand Hall Kennela. Mr. Price reservos Eos 
Cymrw and Beau to the cervices of bis own kennel, and also tbe 
brother to Bow Bells, namely, Ben, a dog I never cared much 
shout; hut In my next paper I will comment on some very good 
ones that Mr. Price has advertised for public use. 

What Shall the Dog of (he Future Bet 

Springfield, Mass. 

Editor Chicago Field; —Whither are the sportsmen of Amer¬ 
ica drifting, and where shall we finally bring up! What ahall the 
dog of the future be, and how ahall he be known when we aec 
Mini 

These connundrums have been rankling In my mind for a long 
time. I have pondered over them day by day, and wrestled with 
them In the silent watches of the night, until I fear that t am 
growing gray. I have attended nearly all of Ihe principal 
•much ahowa held In this country, and each one only leaves roe 
mors bewildered and uncertain than before aa regards the best 
>ype of dog. 

I examine critically tbe Drat prize winner, and perhaps find him 
very near perfection, according to my standard. Exclaiming 


“Most righteous judge," I pass to tbe next, expecting to find 
nearly as good a one of the same general characteristics, and am 
not only disappointed, but heartily disgusted and sick of the 
whole performance, to find an animal of an entirely different 
type, without the poor excuse that there were uo worthy compet¬ 
itors, and perhaps at tbe next show we find tliolr positions re¬ 
versed, or as has happened more than once, we Hud them both 
passed by and a dog of an entirely different standard to the 
fore. 

J do not censure the judge for this, but condemn the Bystem, 
or rather the want of system, that allows such a deplorable mud¬ 
dle to exist. An experienced breeder will select his own stock 
and never use prize wluuers, unless they come up to hIp standard; 
but wbat ahall the amateur do! Where will he look for Informa¬ 
tion? “Who shall decide when doctors disagree 1" What weight 
should the opinion of a judge have, who stultifies himself by re¬ 
versing his decisions without apparent cause? 

Now, I will propose a panacea for all these evils, and I call 
upon tho National American Keunel Club lo apply the remedy. 
Let this Intelligent body of gentlemen appoint a committee of at 
least five representative sportsmen of the country, to commune 
and correspond with the sportsmen of America, and decide 
from the weight of evidence wbat type of dog is best for the 
work that we expect him to do. Let this committee compile and 
publish an intelligent scale of points, and I venture to predict 
that a very large majority of our sportsmen will adopt tbelr stan¬ 
dard and refuse to exhibit their dogs unless they arc to he judged 
under these rules, thus compelling managers of shows to wheel 
Into line or take a back seat. 

I am well aware that we cannot adopt a single ataudard for 
all dogs, and would therefore leave to thejudguieut of this com¬ 
mittee the work of classifying the differcut breeds and strains, 
and givingue a reliable standard for each. 

You may answer that “StoneheDge" has already given us all that 
we require. I have not the work at hand, but was impressed by a 
rather hasty perusal of It, with the fear that he, iu some Instan¬ 
ces, has sacrificed that which goes to make staying qualities— 
which la the main requisite—for mere show. Then, again, we have 
a very large class of good, hard-working, late-staying natives, 
that stand no chance with their English cousins when judged by 
the standard adopted for them. I respectfully submit that the; 
are entitled to a class by themselves, as much as the different 
strains of their more aristocratic competitors. All these matters 
I would relegate to this committee with full power, trusting that 
the; will evolve order out of chaos, and give us a scale of points 
and set of rules that will command the respect, and secure the 
co-operation, of all the sportsmen of the country. H. 

Ilnw to (,’ure Gun-shy Doga. 


Norton, III. 

Editor Cuiicago Field: —Noticing in your paper several in¬ 
quiries how to break dogs that are gun-shy, and having had some 
fifteen years’ experience with dogs, and having broken several 
gun-ahy ones, I hope that my experience will benefit some owner 
of a dog, which although well bred, well made, and good look¬ 
ing, yet has that worst-of-all faults—gun-shyness. 

No amount of coaxing will he of any use. If the puppy Is on y 
little shy, and will come to heel at tbe report of tbe gun, an d 
after a short time will start out and hunt a little, then you must 
be very careful with him. Pay no attention to him, and If yotu 
can, kill a bird when he Is a little distance from you; he sure o 
kiU the bird when you do shoot. Pay no attention to your pup rU y 
but play pot-huuter for a little while, and run after the hi 
If It should only be winged so much the better. Should you see 
it, do uot pick it up, but pass by and over It, and two to one 
your pup will point it. If he does, let him stand a few seconds, 
and then pick up the bird. Play with it, and hold It before his 
nose In such a way that he can't mouth It. A fter a little of this 
kind of work when you start off again your pup Is almost sure 
to start to hunting. A few birds killed In this way will make, him 
like the report of the guu as much as he disliked it before. He 
will connect the birds with the report of the gun. 

You now have a dog that will break shot, but do not be in too 
much of a hurry to break him of that. Wait until he Is a thor¬ 
ough lover of the guu. Enough glory for a short time; your 
dog la over being gun-shy. This class of dogs without careful 
handling In the start are apt to become thoroughly gun-sliy. One 
that will stay In the fence corner while you are shooting, or may 
he gone from you half the day, or perhaps, runs home, or runs 
away entirely. Such a dog generally Is Dot worth the trouble and 
expense to break. But if you receive a present from some bosom 
friend, or you pay $50 for a fine puppy, he becomes the pet of the 
family, and your companion In your rambles, and It Is hard to 
give up such a dog because he Is gun-shy. 

1 have broken such doga In the following manner: 

Take your pup out with as mauy dogs as you esn, let him 
chase birds and rabbits, run after them with him; get him thor¬ 
oughly excited; but he sure not to take a guu with you until your 
dog becomes Infatuated with the sport. After a tlmo when you 
think your dog Interested enough In the sport, and when he Is 
the most excited chasing birds or rabbits, shoot and bo sure to kill. 
Ue will see the bird fali and the chauces are he will have It half 
eaten up before you get lo him, and pay no attention to the guu. 
Keep this up some time; remember your object Is to cure him of 
gun-shyness. 

Another very good plan is lo let some farmer's hoy take your 
dog and hunt rabbits or anything lie can find. The dog will soon 
take an interest In the sport. The more excited you can get your 
dog before shooting over him the better. I have broken several 
gun-shy dogs In this way. J as. S. Stevens.

The Use or the Whistle. 

Edenville, Iowa. 

Editor Chicago Field: —I wish to write something of some 
Importance In regard to the whistle, which my brother sportsmen 
so far have overlooked. They apparently use tbe same note and 
whistle for calling to heel, to change of range, to attract atten¬ 
tion (or signal, and this also, ora yell to charge; the dog not 
knowing which of tbe above until It takes a square look to you 
for further orders. ' 

One year ago I adopted a new programme, which I believe of 
more Importance than you have any Idea, and would be a benefit, 
I think, to many of your readers If published. I use a common 
whistle with the pea taken out. 

In ranging, I give a single note to change their course, and 
rnotlou of hand If necessary. To charge, two distinct notes and 
ralBe hand. To come to heel, I use my fore-finger on vent of 
whistle, making the same sound as one with a pea Iu. 

Any old dog already broken can easily be taught to drop, to 
come in, and to cross you In ranging, as well as a young one, 
in a very few days without yelling one’s brains out If they will 
adopt my rules, which they will soon learn If the whistle is 
blown for them, as above stated, just before giving their orders 
In the usual way. My dogs will drop as if shot, at auy hearing 
distance, to the whistle, or strike to heel for the same without 
any further ceremony, and In much less time than when I used 
the same notes for all purposes. Besides they don't have to stop 
and look for a signal to cross In ranging, but continue bunting 
and change their course by the sound. 

In regard to our Iowa chasers, I wish to ask you, Mr. Editor, 
did not Iowa turn out the best broken dog or bitch at the Minne¬ 
sota trials, Queen of the West’ At least. Jones offered to wager 
$25.00 on the abort*, and no takers, before or after she ran. 
Neither did she come from Des Moines. C. F. Stevens. 


Several Instances have recently been given In The Country, 
adding further proof of the acknowledged fact, that dogs are 
capable of auperfcetatlon, or, In other words, that puppies In the 
same litter may be the progeny of different sires; such cases are 
of very frequent occurrence. It Is not, however, so often that 
we meet with Indubitable evidence of the Influence on the pups 
of sires of antecedent Utters. 

One of the most strongly marked cases Imaginable hua lately 
come under my notice. Mr. W. W. Thomson, so well known as 
a breeder and successful exhibitor of colleya, some twelve months 
■go bad a litter of pups from his beautiful black, white and Ian 
prize winner Yarrow by a china-eyed tortolae-ahell dog, which he 

E urchased from a shepherd on Salisbury Plain. This Summer 
lr. Thomson again bred from Yarrow, but this time by his 
black, white and tan dog Hawk, first prize winner at Alexandra 
Palace Show this week, the result being six puppies,—five black, 
while and tan, and one a beautiful* tortoise-shell, with two wall 
eyes. I have the puppy, recovering (I hope) from ■ most severe 
attack of distemper, nnd so far as her age perinltsouoto format! 
opinion, I think she will be very near perfection. 

Blaine gives an Instance of Ihe Influence on the progeny of an¬ 
tecedent Impressions, without connection. In a pug which had had 
for Its constant companion a white spaniel of which she was very 
fond-she wot warded by a pure bred pug dog and had five pup 
pies, one of which me pure white, and although, tbe spaniel being 
given away, she Inst her companion, the early mental Impression 


The Paris Doo Market. —At the dog market held every Mon¬ 
day near the Barrlere St. Jacques, old ladles are to be seen In 
great numbers, bargaining for pets stolen from England. A sys¬ 
tem of free exchange is said to go on between the French and 
English dog-fanciers, so that, valuable quadrupeds filched on one 
side of the channel are speedily shipped to the other. Anyhow, 
it is noticeable that many of the pugs, King Charles’ terriers and 
Havanahs, sold at thefnnrket, are such well-mannered little dogs, 
that they must, have received their education elsewhere than in 
the back yards of frowsy shops. The fashions In dogs vary, and it 
is rather surprising to see how quickly the demand for any 
special breed Is met by a lavish supply. A few years ago we were 
told that the race of pugs was dying out; hut some great ladles 
took to cultivating pugs, and, lo, all the markets swarmed with 
black-nosed little monsters. Yellow, wiry English terricra are 
now the rage In Paris; and Italian greyhounds have become so 
scarce that a fancier told me he could not undertake to furnish a 
well-matched pair—cream, or mouse color—-for less than 000 
francs. Let any granite (lame or popular actress set up a pair of 
levretlee, and I will be hound that in a twelvemonth we shall see 
these shivering uncomfortable llttlq creatures skipping over the 
pavements of every city from Dunkirk to Bayonne. M. Gigot’s 
late edict against hull-dogs has scoured them from the market. 
Before leaving the market let us take note of some placards ad¬ 
vertising dogs, “who go well In single or double harness." This 
applies to the long-suffering animals—mastiffs or collies—who 
are made to drag the carts of milkmen, bakers, and butchers In 
French Flanders and nil over Belgium and and Switzerland.— 
Daily Eem (Loudon. England.)

Why Prohibit Hounding; or, Ten Objection* Against 
Hounding Deer Willi Hogs Answered. 


Read nr Professor H. B. Ronrt, op East Saoinaw, Miuh., 
Before the Michigan Sportsmen's Association, at 
Lansing. 

Gentlrmrn Why this clsmorand prejudice against hunting 
deer with doga) It has of late years become fashionable to decry 
their use, until now we hear on all sides the tine and cry, ‘‘Stop 
the hunting with dogs If you want to save the deer.” This cry 
arises from two classes: first, the still hunters,venison dealers and 
settlers; and second, those who have little or no experience In 
deer bunting, and who view the question from an esthetics) 
standpoint 

If allll hunting was prohibited, would It not greatly reduce the 
destruction of deer also? And will somebody tell us wby one 
mode of bunting should be restricted more than tbe other! Tbe 
sllll hunter claims tbe privilege of bunting In his own way, not on 
the ground of enjoyment, for he admits It la more laborious, bat 
because be la more successful. We wbo bunt with dogs claim 
the privilege of hunting In our own way also, because we enjoy It 
more, even were we adepts In the art of still bunting. But tbe 
Mill hunter says to us: "You have got to atop hunting with 
dogs. We cannot kill so many deer for market when tbe 
dogs are In tbe woods." 8# the petitions sgalnst hounding are 

•enl In to tbe legislature by the thousand, and the sportsmen of 
the state wbo enjoy a bunt two or three limes a year are expected 
to meekly aubmlt to tbe dictum of the omnipotent still hunter, 
■live up their deer hunting ami lake a hack seat. If this Is not 
' heck In the very acme of Its sublimity, I would like to know 
what you would call ItT There Is a thorough grounded Impres- 
*k>n throughout tbe state amoug people In general who are not 
hunters, that the great majority of deer killed yearly Is due to the 
use of hounds; and right vigorously la this notion fostered and 


sustained by those who have a pecuniary or selfish Interest in 
having tbe dogs abut off. Never was there an Idea more errone¬ 
ous, and It gal ns ground for the following reasons: 

Tbe public observe the return of a party of twelve or fifteen 
hunters, as many hounds, and possibly a dozen deer. 8hortly 
another party of equal numbers of men and dogs return with sim¬ 
ilar success. The deer are conveyed through the streets to some 
convenient place, and deposited to be weighed and equitably divi¬ 
ded among those Interested. 

nMother Grundy, Mr. Grundy, and all of the big and little Grun- 
flys see the hunters with their guns sad tbe packs of hounds, and 
the wagon-load of deer —for a dozen deer plied up makes a good- 
sized pyramid,with antlersand feet sticking out In evgry direction, 
and two dozen are but a second Cheops In tbe eyes of the zealous 
Mr. Grundy, and Immediately the cry la set up, ‘‘My gracious! 
what a slaughter of deer 1 Just look at that, will you! I tell 
you what It Is, we bave got to stop their running dogs, or there 
won’t be a deer left In this state in a few years I" 

Mr. Still Hunter Is standing near, and with a very significant 
nod of the head, declares that hounds are the curse of northern 
Michigan, and relates bow there are no deer to be found where 
formerly there were plenty; It reaches the ears of a reporter, and 
gets Into the papers, and the cry is echoed by the weekly papers 
up the line of the railroads, which, of course, represent tbe senti¬ 
ment of those remote localities; a great prejudice Is kicked up 
against hunting with dogs, and the faithful animals are summarily 
Judged by a clamorous public, sentlmcut, without so much as a 
court. Jury, or even an opportunity of defence. The writer pre¬ 
sents himself as champion of the dumb brutes, and proposes tbeir 
side of the question shall be heard. 

It Is about time the true facts In this matter were known, the 
mask torn off, and the public shown just who is at the bottom of 
this clamor against bounds, and what it Is that Is thinning out 
tbe deer to such an appalling extent. To this end the writer has 
for the past year been carefully collecting statistics and inforena- 
tion on this point, and nothing Is here given but what Is authen¬ 
tic, and will bear tbe test of Investigation. With a view to ob¬ 
taining the views of our most prominent sportsmen, as well as 
the better class of still hunters, upon the subject, tbe writer re¬ 
cently sent about two hundred circulars to those whose experi¬ 
ence made them best qualified to judge, and with a request to 
each for an opinion concerning the destructiveness of the two 
methods of hunting, and any authenticated facte hearing upon 
this subject. A large uumber of replies were received, for which 
the writers will accept our thanks. Many of these were four to 
six pages In length, while others were Identical In substance, and 
almost duplicates In expression. To bring them within the scope 
of this article, It became necessary to cull only the main points 
from the mass of aorrespondence received; lienee, If we have 
abridged the favors of our friends, we trust it will lie attributed 
to these reasons, and not to lack of appreciation of tbeir kind¬ 
ness. 

Let us now review the various objections to hunting with dogs, 
and see If they can be answered. We will commence with the 
old "hack” which Is trotted out on every occasion. 

Objection 1.—“Hounding drives the deer out of the country." 

Well, If It does, where do they go to! They must go some¬ 
where; yet argue this question as long as you will with an anti- 
dog man, he always winds up with the assertion, “It drives the 
deer out of the country.” I have frequently asked, “Well,where 
do they go to! Do the deer run east, swim Lake Huron, and es¬ 
cape to the Queen’s Dominion, or north across the Straits of 
Mackinaw to the upper Peninsula! Do they ford the little pond 
on the west to enrich tbe Badger State, or do they put out 
straight to Dixie! Do they melt through their own humidity, and 
spread out over Mother Earth Into a generons grease spot,leaving 
only the horny antlers to tell the story; or do they suddenly 
evaporate and vanish In thin air!" But these questions are con¬ 
sidered unworthy of notice, and your opponent In the argument 
travels In a circle, and comes around every time to just where he 
started, “Itdrlves the deer out of the country.” It does nothing 
of the kind. It drives them from one locality to another, from 
which they return In a few days at the farthest. Let us consult 
experienced deer hunters on this point. Judge Holmes, of Bay 
City, who speaks from an experience of twenty-five years In deer 
hunting, says: “There Is no truth In the statement or theory 
that dogs run the deer out of the country. 8o long as deer can 
find water in which they can “shake” or throw the doga from 
their tracks, they will not run far, and will return to the old 
ground in a few hours, or days, at the longest. I know that I 
have run the same deer In repeated Instances from substantially 
the same place day after day before It was killed. Occasionally 
a (leer runs off alx, eight or ten miles, but these caseB are excep¬ 
tions, and when they do, they go to some other hunting ground, 
and generally to tbe place they came from. Every sportsman 
knows that In the months of October and November bucks are 
generally ‘on the wing,’ whether dogs are on their tracks or 
not.” 

Marcus Stevens, of Detroit, states, "I know from a life of ex¬ 
perience that hunting wllh dogs does not drive away the deer. 
It may make them more wild, so that the pot-hunter cannot ap¬ 
proach them so easily.” 

Win. Francis, of Allegan, Mich., an old deer hunter of many 
years experience, says, “1 believe the notion that deer will aban 
don a neighborhood where hounds are used, Is very erroneous. I 
remember once running the same buck four consocutlve days— 
always finding him shout the same spot—before killing him. I 
knew his foot-mark, for he had tbe point of one hoof broken.” 

8. A. McLean, of Bay City, says that for six or seven years past 
he has kept at hla lumber camp from five to twenty bounds, be¬ 
longing to himself and sportsmen friends, and that there has 
scarcely been a day In that time but that some of the hounds 
have run the deer In that vicinity, some hy “digging out. of the 
yard, or slipping their collars, and others which were allowed the 
freedom of the camp—all running out In the woods to hunt on 
their own hook, as well as frequent bunting done by regular 
parties during tbe legal season, with dogs. He saysthat tbe deer 
are aa plenty about the camp as they were six years ago. the dogs 
have completely cleared tbe country of wolves, that the deer 
browse all around the camp at night, and are frequently started 
out of their beds In the morning, not forty rods from where the 
score of hounds are kept. He prohibits still bunting on his land 
—several hundred acres, and thus the deer are preserved. It 
seems to me there is nothing more to say on this subject. 

Objection No 9 —“It Is a cruel method of bunting.” 

There Is, In the shooting of all kinds of game, and even In tbe 
catching of fish, an element which excites the sympathy of very 
lender-hearted persona. This element can not properly be 
termed “cruelty," when It la an Indispensable feature In the pro¬ 
curing of game. Sympathetic persona. In Imagination, put them¬ 
selves In the place of a deer pursued by dogs. They reason that 
Inasmuch as It Is cruel to worry or chase sheep with dogs, It Is 
necessarily the same thing with a deer. They Imagine their own 
feelings in c«se they were pursued hy hounds, and were obliged 
to keep up with a deer In a chase fnr an hour nr two. It never 
occurs to this class of reaeonera that a deer Is not a human being, 
hut an animal gllled with the fieetness of tlie race-horse, the 
sagacity and cunning of a fox, and a tremendous vitality and en¬ 
durance that la equal to any emergency. Those wbo bave seen a 
wily old buck play around ahead of the dogs, make a little half 


circle and stop and wait until they are but a tew rods from him, 
and then bound away only to repeat tbe trick again and again, 
and who, when hard pressed, runs down some shallow brook, or 
through the water In the swamps, and easily throws off the dogs, 
fall to see the necessity of any compunction on the sc ire of 
cruelty. Public sympathy Is uaturally against bounding, aud 
with the still hunter, but It Is entirely on the part of persons who 
have never practically hunted In this manner. Is It any more 
cruel than to drop a live trout Into your creel, thereto lisp, and 
plunge, and gasp until It finally expires I Is it any more cruel to 
tbe deer than the horse-racing we daily witness Is to these noble 
brutes, or the demands made on the over-loaded nnimals which 
wearily tug at the traces from morning till night! Is It probable 
that those wbo hunt with hounds, so large a proportion of whom 
are gentlemen of culture, refinement and position would emit nue 
to practice that which was cruel, per sc! Instances are well 
known of tame deer challenging, or coaxing. Its owner's bound' 
for a race In the woods, and ke ping it up for two or three hours, 
with the dogs od the scent, fnr the very excitement of the chase, 
and this would he an almost dally occurrence. It Is well known 
that does and fawns are more fleet of foot limn the bucks, and 
will outrun an ordinary dog without difficulty. 

Objection No. 3.—“It makes the deer more wild.” 

Yes sir. Guilty, your Honor. That’s just what it does. 
Would that we could make them more so, and thus protect them 
from the stealthy approach of the market hunter. Here again 
the friend and protector of Ctrvu»“olrginlan>u exhibits a modesty 
that makes one stand aghast, and says, “You fellows have got. to 
stop running dogs. It makes the deer so wild I can’t kill so 
many to sell.” Cau’t we Immortalize this fellow with a monu¬ 
ment to his delicate modesty, as uu example for future genera 
thins! When this demand is made to the tax-paying citizens of 
Michigan by a pot-huutlug tramp from some other state, the best 
tiling to do Is to shoot him oil the spot as a reward for his stu¬ 
pendous Impudence. 

Objection No. 4.—"It deprives the poor settler of his rights ” 

I desire at lilts time to make amends to every settler in northern 
Michigan for a moat unpardonable omission. For several years 
past I have been In |he habit of going to the North Woods once 
or twice a year to hunt, and mu now reminded that. I never have 
upon a single occasion,asked permission of a settler to kill one of 
his deer. Conscious of my great offenses of the past, I humbly 
Implore pardon of the injured settler, and solemnly promise—hi 
go mid do so some more. Oeiitlcmcn, Isu’t tills “poor seiller'' 
question a little overdrawn? If you will produce me a settler in 
the State of Michigan to-day who doesn’t take his "rights" as 
to deer, twelve months iu the year, thirty-one days In every 
month, and twenty-four hours In every day. I will plead guilty to 
using the truth wllh the most penurious frugality. 1 am sorry 
to learn that the citizens of this state wbo are so unfortunate as 
to reside in cities, bave no right to the deer that roams the forest, 
without the settlers permission. I wish It were otherwise, but 
meekly submit to the flat of destiny—or words to that effect, lu 
the name of common sense, what more do our homesteaders 
want! Don’t they kill deer for their own use every week In the 
year, and are they ever restricted in this by the game protective 
clubs? I don't know of a sportsman in Dlls state who would 
prosecute a poor settler for killing a deer out of season for Ids 
family. Recognizing his hard work as a ploueer. Ids scanty fare, 
the distance to murketa, and Ids inability to buy were they near, 
It Is a generally understood thing uinong us that complaint shall 
not be entered against the homesteader for killing a deer out of 
season for his own use. But tills immunity from prosecution is 
often abused, for many of them either kill deer and sell to lumber 
camps, or kill for Ihe bides aloue when the meat call not be used: 
and thus they kill tbe goose that lays the gulden egg. And yet 
the business man who drops the tedious routine of business and 
takes a trip up in the woods for a two week’s hunt for relaxation 
and enjoyment, Ib accused of “depriving the settler of Ids rights" 
Gentlemen, I hope the attitude of the representative sportsmen 
of Michigan towards the hardy pioneer will not be misunderstood. 
Toward him we have nothing hut feelings of kindness, gener¬ 
osity and encouragement. Every man of common sense knows 
that to frame a law discriminating in Ills favor ns to shooting out 
of seasou, while we all would otherwise favor It, would lie a dan¬ 
gerous loop-hole In the law, for every lilnersiil poacher would 
then suddenly become a “settler;" yet 1 challenge the world In 
produce a ease where a settler was prosecuted by any of our 
sportsmen for violation of the law. We. as apottsincu, are often 
misrepresented by designing persons, as being antagonistic to 
their interests concerning game.’ Never was there a grosser slan¬ 
der. I know I speak the mind of every ntau present, when I say 
that such a sentiment Is utterly foreign to the feelings ol lids 
convention. 

Objection No. 5.—“A large proportion of the wounded doer, 
run by dogs, afterwards die, and are never foiiud, anil thereby 
wasted." 

This objection exists solely on paper. I venture the asset - Ion 
there Is not a deer hunter present wbo, in all bis hundreds of 
miles of tramping, has ever run across the carcass of a deer that 
has died In tills way. Land-lookers, who spend their entire lime 
lu the woods, snd whose business takes them through impenetrable 
jungles, swamps, and wind-falls, give tbe same testimony. It is 
true that any one In hunting is liable to wound game he can 
never retrieve; but this Is less the case 111 dog bunting than in 
still huntlug. A wounded deer, when followed by dogs, “waters" 
at very short Intervals, as every hunter knows, thus bringing it 
much oftener within shot of those stationed on the “runways," 
and increasing the chances of securing the game. A deer, 
wounded by the still hunter, runs for miles without stopping, 
and If there Is no snow the cliauces of recovery are slim. A 
wounded deer, followed by dogs, does not lie down in some dense 
thicket to bleed to death, as Is the case In still hunting on Mm 
leaves, but Is ofttlmcs secured when It would he otherwise lost, for 
the very reason that tbe dogs keep it on the move, and bring It. to 
the water and the hunters again and again. It lias passed into a 
proverb with many of Ihe parties with which wo are acquainted, 
that “a wounded deer In tbe woods is as good as hung lip in 
camp,” for it Is rarely lost. 

Objection No. II. —“Venison run by dogs Is black, tasteless, 
nauseating, unwholesome to eat," etc. 

Gentlemen. Is It possible you have been for years eating tills 
nauseating atuff known as venison, and that which was secured 
by canine aldl Is It true that your stomachs will bear that 
which would drive a FIJI Islander from Ills missionary roast In 
dlagustl Have you been Insulting your friends with presents of 
this blsck, unwholesome mest on your return from your annual 
bunts) I am pained to learn towhatdepths the human taste can 
be degraded, and humbly plead guilty, as the “chief of sinners,'' 
to these severs! articles of impeachment.

fit” And he adds, "The above are the opinions of a farmer." 

** i, H. Hascall, of Grand Rapids, says: “My experience extends 
over a dozen years, and I have been a close observer. I can lay 
mV hand on several still hunters any one of whom can kill more 
deer In the same time than a party of ten men with hounds. It Is 
* well known fact that a good still hunter will kill from 50 to 100 
deer in a season, and I Bhouldllke to see three men equal it using 
does Our party numbered ten this Fall, and we used five as 
tfood bounds as there are in the state. We killed four deer,while

a' Mr. Johnson, of Ohio, whom I met up In the woods last Fall, 
,nd who was hunting for market, a still hunter of 85 years' expe¬ 
rience, says “he Is good for four or five deer a day still hunting.” 

M. M. Spangler, of Cleveland, says their venisou costs his party 
on an average of $1.50 per pound. 

Marvil Secord, judge of probate of Gladwin county, a man over 
threescore years and ten, who has had an experience of fifty- 
aeven years in hunting deer In all ways, and who tells me that he 
has, in the course of a long and eventful life, killed between 
5,000 and 6,000 deer, says: “I consider one good still hunter 
mubI to four men and four dogs.’’ He says that a few years ago 
s party of a dozen men and thirteen dogs hunted for two weeks 
near him, and killed In that time eleven deer. He hunted the 
same two weeks and killed thirteen deer. The party with hounds 
hunted equivalent to 168 days to get their eleven deer. He alone 
hunted fourteen d iys and killed thirteen deer. 

.Judge Henry A. 8haw, of Eaton Rapids, a deer hunter of forty- 
eight years’ experience, says In substance: “The arguments 
against bounding are purely Imaginary. Aside from other rea- 
aons, I believe the foxes get three birds where the sportsman gets 
one. Even now foxes are on the Increase. Were the dogs shut 
off, they would multiply until the damage to game birds, geese, 
poultry, young lambs, etc., could not tie estimated. Solely as a 
game protective measure In driving out the wolves and keeping 
down the foxes the dogs cannot be spared." 

This Is a new side to the question, and cauuot fall to have 
great weight, especially when It. Is known that the sportsmen kill 
off hundreds of foxeB with their hounds every Winter which can¬ 
not be killed In any other way. 

Mr. J. M. Wiltsle, of Saginaw, on old still hunter, who has 
killed 1,000 deer tn the course of his life, says: “One good still 
hunter can kill as many deer in the same length of time as live 
men can with hounds. You will remember that yourself and 
some ten or eleven good hunters, with some fifteen bound-, made 
a trip to one of the upper rivers where deer were plenty, and 
everything favorable, and the entire party only bagged five deer 
in twelve days. I have been one of a party of from eight to ten 
huuters that have made an annual trip to our favorite hunting 
ground for the last five years, and the largest number ever killed 
by the entire party In two weeks’ time was twelve doer. I do be¬ 
lieve that two good still hunters would have killed more deer on 
the same ground and in the same length of time. And as to facts 
I have killed four deer in one day, still hunting, in no more favor¬ 
able woods than those above mentioned. It Is not an uncommon 
thing for a good Brill hunter (even where deer are not very plen¬ 
ty), to get on the track of a drove of three or four deer In the 
morning, and bring down the entire number before night. I my¬ 
self have killed three deer out of a drove in one day In this way; 
hence, were I to hunt for profit, I should still bunt; if for sport, 
by all means give me the bounds. From the above facts you will 
sec that the simple preventing of hounding deer will not lessen 
their destruction, but In my judgment will greatly Increase it, for 
the reason that those that are In the habit of making their annual 
trip to our forests to Indulge in the noble sport, are not going to 
stay away because they are prevented from taklng/their hounds, 
but they soon will become expert still hunters; Ahen the noble 
sport will end Indeed, for the destruction will soon clear our for¬ 
ests of the noble game.” ' 

In the case cited by Mr. Wlltaie, the writer was a member of 
a party of twelve who hunted two weeks with some’flfteen or 
more hounds, and killed—five deer, which represented 144 days 
work by the party, or 28 4-5 days per deer. Do you know of any 
still hunters who wish to hunt for a success of five deer In what. 
Is equivalent to five months, or one deer a month I Gentlemen, 
why multiply examples. I have by no means exhausted the ma 
terlal at my command, but further citation Is unnecessary. With 
this array of statistics, who can candidly say to us, “Hounding Is 
more destructive than still hunting, and exterminates the deer." 

A Michigan still hunter writing to the Utica (N. Y.) Herald 
asserts that two Saginaw hunters, each with one dog, killed 
ninety-two deer In the Fall of 1877, which Is simply a collossal 
lie, for the writer lives there, and knows whereof he af¬ 
firms. To still hunt successfully requires years of experience, 
To prohibit hunting with dogs would be legislating for the ben¬ 
efit of one class of hunters, and would practically shut out all of 
the gentlemen sportsmen of our cities whose money Is spent In 
upholding the game laws, and who hunt for pleasure. It would 
debar the merchant, the banker, the doctor, the lawyer, the buai 
ness man, and the professional man from hunting entirely, and 
limit deer hunting to market and still hunters. Gentlemen, Is 
this a consummation either wise or just! Our hunting parries 
all spend more or less money In the woods for guides, transpor¬ 
tation, assistance, etc., which Is a benefit to the locality In gen¬ 
eral. How much do the still hunters spend In this way! A love 
lor the woods and the allurements of the chase brought the writer 
tmm a precarious state of health, alike alarming to himself and 
friends, to s robust physical condition which money could not 
buy. Many others give the same testimony. Is It right to de¬ 
prive those who are confined to business duties the year round of 
the only source of needed recreation they enjoyt 
Who Is this game for, and who shall eojoy Itl One class of 
hunters, or all the citizens of this state? 

On Dec. 19 last 10,108 lbs. of venison were carried south on 
one train on the J. L. 4 8. R. R. by express, five-sixths of It sad¬ 
dles, which represented 8i tons of venison. There were on the 
•rain 908 carcasses, also eight pairs of antlers, and every carcass 
but one was billed to points out of the state. On another tralu 
•ere carried 905 deer. One hundred deer were shipped from 
East Saginaw to England the past season. Uow long will our 
gams last at this rate? With market hnnters shutout from 
Canada, with deer shooting Interdicted In Pennsylvania, with 
ulher states passing prohibitory export laws all around os, Mlch- 
gan Is catching all of the market hunting, and we must stop 
•t as a means of aslf-proteetlon. There are millions of acres 
of wild land lo this state which will never be cleared. Grass 
springs np In the old lumber roads, and the tender leaved shrubs 


after fires, and with the right kind of laws rigidly enforced, Mich¬ 
igan can have for scores of years the grandest game preserves In 
North America. Let us oot look at this Important question of the 
preservation of game through the light of the particular species 
we severally prefer to hunt, or our selfish enjoyment In the pur¬ 
suit of It, but rather In the grander and broader view of a spirit of 
humanity and for the good of posterity that Is to follow us. 

Just so long as there Is game. In the forest, just so long will 
there be unscrupulous and Insatiate hunters to kill It, and just so 
long must the law-abiding sportsmen of the state put shoulder to 
shoulder, and waiving all minor differences and Individual pref¬ 
erences, work unitedly for the one common object of perpetua¬ 
tion of game, which can only be accomplished by Iron-clad laws, 
rigidly enforced. 

I deplore the Indifference and apathy of so many At our promi¬ 
nent sportsmen upon this subject. I attribute It very largely to 
the fact that so few take a journal devoted to sportsmen's Inter¬ 
ests The infiuence of a live Jourtiai of thlB kind In waking up 
and moulding public opinion cannot be over-estimated, and it Is 
with pride SDd admiration that I here take this public opportu¬ 
nity of paying tribute to the ablest, most fearless and uncom¬ 
promising exponent of true sportsmanship and game preservation 
In America to-day—our own western paper, the Chicago Field. 

There Is oot a man of us but baa enjoyed every minute of this 
Convention. In such a paper we have a Sportsman’s Convention 
visiting us every week In our own homes, containing the best 
thoughts of our fraternity throughout the whole United 8tates. 
Gentlemen, let us support the paper that supports us in all of our 
noble undertakings.

Captured in The Act. 

Des Moines, Iowa. 

Editor Chicago Field: —Yesterday, our City Marshal, Mr. A 
Bryan, a worthy member of our club, detected and arrested a 
Mr. M. W. Templeton for violating the game law. He caught 
him with some prairie chickens In a bag, and captured the whole 
outfit. The result was, that. Mr. Templeton was fined and cost¬ 
ed to the tune of $47, In Judge McHenrys court. He then asked 
for his bag, which the Marshal gave him, minus the grouse, paid 
his fine, and departed with his dearly paid for wisdom. 

I send you the following account of the transaction, from the 
Register'. 

One M. W. Templeton was up before Judge McHenry yester¬ 
day for violating the game law. Several cases of this nature had 
lately been tried In the same court, but as yet no very severe 
and extreme penalty had been Inflicted upon the violators. But 
the occurences becoming so common it was thought best by the 
authorities to check It, and yesterday the gentleman Just spoken 
of found to his regret that there was a law upon this matter, bind¬ 
ing and severe. 

Templeton is a sort of peddler, or huckster, selling hides or 
anything he can purchase, and among bis transactions since the 
first of January, when the closed season commences, hare re¬ 
cently been several In prairie chickens. Yesterday he came to 
Des Moines having thirty-two of these birds In hla wagon, In a 
sack. Just as be took the sack on hla shoulder to sell the con¬ 
tents to a Walnut street grocer, Marshal Bryan tapped him on the 
shoulder and Inquired what he had. 

“Nothing," replied Templeton, and attempted to depart, leav 
Ing Anderson "holding the bag.” But the Marshal coudn’t seeltand 
took bag and bagger before the Police Judge, where he filed com¬ 
plaint against him for violating the game law. There were thir¬ 
ty-two chickens and, as the law prescribes a penalty of ten dol¬ 
lars for each bird killed or sold out of season, Templeton bade 
fair to be called upon for $820. The Marshal, however, only al¬ 
leged the killing or possession of three, to which prisoner plead 
guilty and was fined $80 and costs, which he' paid. Those chick 
ens were an expensive luxury, and the lesson will probably deter 
other violators from Infringing he Statutes.”

We have here ten or a dozen men ranging in 
years from fifteen to slxty-Uve, and twenty or 
twenty-five neat, clean-limbed hounds whose 
eager notes of joy at the first onward movement 
of the party prove that they, too, expect a good 
day’s sport.

I never knew of a fox-skin being sold, nor have 
I ever seen a fox skinned; In fact,when the brush 
Is taken,the dogs consider the fox ss their pecu¬ 
liar property, end in a few minutes he Is torn 
limb from limb. No bound would ever think 
of eating a piece of fox, but he tskee extreme 
delight lu getting e little piece of him off to him¬ 
self, and after shaking It violently for a few 
moments, lays it down snd stands off snd 
barks *t It for awhile. They Jwlll continue 
this for some time If the voice and horn of the 
hunter does not summon them sway. If the 
day is not far spent and we and the dogs have 
not had enough sport, we go still farther on 
and have another chase; but If we feel fa¬ 
tigued, or contented with our day's sport, we 
wtud our way homeward, while each dlslates 
upon the virtues of his favorite. All of our 
hunts are not so pleasant a* this; sometimes 
we hunt for hours before a fox can be started: 
and sometimes the fox succeeds In baffling 
the dogs and they are forced to give him up, 
very much to their chagrin. Then I have known 
the fox when stal led to go formllesjn a straight 
line and to be killed before the hunters could 
get a view of him; or his course Is sometimes 
through cultivated districts, obliging the hunt¬ 
ers to take down fences or open gates; but these 
are always replaced as wc found them, for we 
know If we leave them open, soon no one will 
allow us to hunt on his place. I have heard It 
said that It Is a sad and deplorable sight to see a 
dozen men and horses tbUB wasting their time, 
when there is so much work they could be doing 
at home; but let these stralght-laeed folks recol¬ 
lect that “All work and no play makes Jack a 
dull hoy." We do not care for their opinions, 
however, but have a hunt when ever the weather 
Is fit and we have a leisure day.
